why disagree u our conclusion? lour sec- 
ond resolution is consistent with tho premi- 
ses to which wo both subscribe, and adopts 
(lie only conclusion that can bu deduced from 
them, to wit: 
That Christians ought not 


to disobey God, for the sake of yielding obe- 
iliuneu to man ; and if the mutter had been 
left thus, there ^vould have been no diflicul- 
ty, and thu action of thu Confi-rcnco would 
have appeared consistent and hurmonious; 
but. unfortunately, it wax all taken back in 
thu third rcso.utlon, in which you enjoined 
your people, under alt circumstances, to re- 
sped the law, and the authorities in their 
execution of it. Now if your Conferenco 
can lell itui how to roped either tho law or 
its authors, that undertakes to repeal God's 
eternal enactments, I should regard myself 
as resting under great obligations to it, fur 
jo me it is a perfect puzzle ; tho mind is lost 
in embarrassment at the very proposition.— 
What kind of reaped do they mean to have 
its manilViit towards a statute that is oppos- 
ed to God's law, and ought not to bo obey- 
ed ? In a word, I would like lo «eo tho 
threo propositions contained in the three re- 
solutions above referred to, reconciled to 
each other. It would relieve the Conference 
from a dilemma, in which, as it now stands, 
it is not only grossly inconsistent, but _ ex- 
tremely rcdiculous. Indeed, how could it bu 
otherwise V It necessarily results from the 
nature of tho subject. 
Slavery, when sought 


to be reconciled with anything that is sacred, 
or even honest, involves everything and 
everybody that undertakes it, in conlradic 
lions and absurdities, if not guilt. U[.nn tho 
proposition that Slavery is a great and hei- 
nous sin, in the sight of God, no two honest 
minds will disiigreo, but when conclusions, 
diametrically opposite, are drawn from (ho 
siinui premises, one, or thn other, must make 
sad havoc of logic—as well as a perversion of 
reason and justice. Our promises then arc 
thu name. 
Wo said that because this hiw 


was in opposition to Owl's command, we 
could not, and dare not obey i(. Then how 
can wo respect It? If wu respect it, wu 
must not speak ill of it, and if entitled to 
our respect, it should rceoivu our willing 
obedience ; (his is the only wny in which 
wo can evince our respect for it. 


Your Conference did not treat tlio law, 


nor (ho authorities', otherwise than disre- 
spectful, in your two first pro'positious ; .be- 
cause you not only condemned it, but a- 
greed to disobey it, but tho (rouble is, it was 
all taken back, about the sumo time! Your 
learned body of theologians must bavo been 
very dull not In have perceived such incon- 
gruity ; else they must Imvo presumed a lit- 
tle too much upon the gullibility of their peo- 
ple, in supposing that such an absurdity would 


take care of itself, and provide A Govern- 
ment for itsolf. -As to 'the " Fugitise Law" 
the General Government has assumed tbo re- 
sponsibility and guardianship of that I know 
that Government is an incorrigible sinner, 
bad enough, but in these days it is doubly 
loaded and made the " scape goat" both of 
the Church and Slate, to bear off in the wil- 
derness a multitude of sins too grievous lo be 
borne by themselves. But to return to the 
subject. 
Your position in relation to that 


law was, that you would not resist it, neither 
would you aid in its execution, but rather 
subrajt to the penalty. Non-resittanee under 
certain circumstances, is just as palpable a 
violation of law as open resistance ; and fre- 
quently involves as much moral and legal 
guilt; indeed, I am unable to discover the 
difiurenco in the degree of guilt I incur; 
whether I handcuff my neighbor, or stand 
by, and permit another to do it, when it wns 
in my power .to prevent him. But by the 
5th section of that act all good citizens (none 
but very good ones "need apply," are com- 
manded to nid and assist in the prompt and 
efficient execution thereof, whenever and 
wherever it may bo required, and that too, 
with or without warrant. 
And by thu 17th 


section it is provided that if" any person ob- 
structs or prevents from arresting, or as:''' 
to escape, either directly or indirectly, _. 
shall harbor, or conceal, so as to prevent tho 
discovery and arrest.shall pay a fineofSlOOO, 
thu like sum for the value of tho Slave, and 
thu penitentiary for six months.' 
Such is 


only a specimen of that beautiful stntulo'your 
Conference culled upon us (thuir people) to 
respect. I bave not called your attention to 
its worst features by miy means ; these are 
mild and even merciful compared with other 
portions of it. I have neither time, nor incli- 
nation to dwell upon its fiendish details, gut'- 
fiee it to say that every moral and religious 
sentiment is outraged ; legal mid constitu- 
tion^ rights strii-ken down; thu plainest rulun 
of ovitlcnco violated ; the uniform and settled 
legal principles of centuries, overturned thu 
constitutional remedy by complaint and pro- 
cess of arrest, superseded by tho moru sum- 
mary process of the 'pistol and bowie knife,' 
bribery and corruption, in specific terms, are 
substituted for the ancient privileges of a 
jury. Records, which by the constitutions 
and usages of tho civilized world, require 
the solemn adjudication of a court recogniz- 
ed by the law of the html, giving the adverse 
party n day to bu heard, are by this' statute 
obtained, upon tho oath of the vorriest vil- 
lain on earth, and made conclusive against 
any man whose appearance may correspond 
with the description therein given. Such a 
law would have disgraced thu administration 
of Nero;.and the code of Draco, though 
written ill bloo!, could not have excelled it 
in malignity.
